Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.— 
Tiio danger of the United States 
itself being drawn into the war, 
by reason of its increasingly crit- 
ical position as a neutral was one 
of the moving considerations in 
President Wilson's dispatch of 
notes to all the belligerents urging 
them to discuss lemis of peace. 


Secretary Lansing today author- 
ized the statement that the mate- 
rial j'ights of the United States had 
not been the paramount consider- 
ation. America's rights, he said, 
were being more and more in- 
volved by the belligerents and as 
the United States was "drawing 
jiearer the verge of v^^ar," it was 
entitled to know exactly what 
each belligerent seeks, in order 
that we may regulate our conduct 
in the future." 


Importance Not Lessened. 


At Ihe white house no effort was 
made to lessen the importance

l etary Lansing's statement.

TEXT OF SECRETARY 


LANSING'S STATEMENT. 


Washington, Pec. 31.—^The state- 
m e n t authorized today by Secretary 
Lansing Is h e r e given: 


"The reasons for the sending of 
the note were as follows: 


"It Is not o u r - m a t e r i a l 
interest 
wc h a d d n m i n d w h e n t h e note wa^ 
sent, but m o r e and m o r e o u r own 
rights are becoming involved by t h e 
belligerents on both sides, so that 
the situation Is bc€x>ming increas- 
ingly critical. 


" I m e a n by that, 
t h a t 
w c 
a r e 
drawing nearer the verge of w a r 
ourselves and therefore we a r e en- 
titled to know exactly w h a t each 
belligerent seeks In order that we 
m a y regulate our conduct in the fu- 
ture." 
. "No nation has been sounded. No 
comideratloii of t h e G e r m a n over- 
ture» or of the speech of 
Lloyd- 
George was taken into account in 
the formulation of the document. 
The only thing t h e overtures did was 
to delay it a few days.

Fewer murders are commjitted 
in 
Port Wayne than perhaps any other 
city of Its size in the United States. 


Records of the coroner on file in the 
county clerk's office .show that 
only 
two persons came to their deaths in 
Allen county 
during 
the past two 
years as result of gunshot wounds, in- 
flicted with murderous intent. Officials 
say that crime in Fort Wayne is kept 
at t h ^ f h i n l m u m — t h a t 'fbr a city of al-' 
most 100,000 souls? the record is un- 
usual and probably cannot be equalled 
by a n y other city in the country. 


So m u c h cannot be said regarding 
the number of suicides, records show- 
ing there have been on an average of 
two suicides every month during the 
past twenty-four months. 
The 
total 
n u m b e r of suicides is twenty-five in 
the entire county. 
Death by shooting 
seems to be the favorite method, w^ith 
death by gas second, and hanging a 
close .third. 


Total of 278 
Cases. 


For the years 1915 and 1916 there 
was a total of 278 coroner's cases and 
of this number 133 were investigated 
during 1915 and the remainder so f a r 
during the present year. 


During the two years there were sev- 
en fatal explosions and twelve cases 
of gunshot wounds were investigated 
by the coroner. 
As stated, two of the 
gunshot wounds were with 
murder- 
ous intent and the remainder with sui- 
cidal Intent.

SAY IT WIDENS 


CHASM OF WAR 


Flatly Pessimistic 
Since 
Declaration of British 
Premier. 


Berlin, Dec. 20.—(Via London, Dec. 
21.)—The Berlin press 
which com- 
mented only fragmentarily on Premier 
liloyd George's speech this morning 
because only excerpts were available 
now, has the entire text and devotes 
its full attention to the subiecs;. The 
papers on the whole express 
little 
surpri.se at the British premier'.s atti- 
tude although most wonder why he 
believes that entering into a confer- 
ence would involve 
the 
entente as 
placing its head in a noose. 


Lloyd George's reference to repara- 
tion is universally interpreted as a 
demand that Germany surrender all 
occupied territory and probably pay 
Indemnity. 


The Tageblatt says: 
"Llojd George 
Is not willing to negotiate or willing 
only in case that Germany will submit 
to England's demands as summarized 
in his utterances regarding restitution, 
reparation and guarantee. This makes 
the chasm between the English and« 
German standpoint so broad that not 
2ven the most cheerful optimist can 
find a way to bj-idge it. Lloyd George 
In stipulating the acceptance of his 
conditions before the opening of ne- 
gotiations, show.s that he does not 
wish to negotiate." 


The Vossische contends that it is a 
fortunate thing that Germany possesses 


militarism to withstand the "entente's 
ambition to reach its world goal." 


The most significant sentence in the 
Deutsch Tages Zeitung is Count von 
Reventlow's 
comment 
on 
Lloyd 
George's reference to Napoleon. 
He 
says: 
"Conditions were different a 
century a^o and above all there were 
no submarines." 


The Kreuse Zeitung is flatly pessi- 
mistic. 
"We have now learned," it 
says, "that our enemies do not want 
peace but war to the knife, so we must 
abandon all considerations and grasp 
all the means of war at our diaposal."

English Labor and Industry to Re- 
spond to Lloyd George. 


London, Dec. 21.—The morning pa- 
pers give much prominence to Ameri- 
can and other foreign comment on 
Premier Lloyd 
George's speech. The 
question of peace was side-tracked to- 
day for the discussion of the projected 
national service. The comment every- 
where indicates the readiness of the 
nation to mobilize. 
The description 
of Rowland Brother, president of the 
board of agriculture of Great Britain, 
as a beleagured city, and his dictum, 
"the war may be won or lost on our 
corn fields and potato lands," are feat- 
ured as furnishing the keynote to a 
situation which calls for the utmost 
national 
effort. The 
parliamentary 
correspondents of the newspapers con- 
tribute reports from the lobbies of the 
broad 
lines 
of 
the government's 
scheme, which some say embraces all 
males from 16 to 60, and others, 17 to 
5 6. 
The civil conscript, according to 
these accounts, must place themselves 
at the disposal of the state for the 
duration of the war and must consent 
to be transferred to any jjart of the 
country where their services are need- 
ed. 
Filling the ranks in the necessary 
war industries, such as ship building, 
railroads and mines, will be the first 
sftp. 
Enrollments will not, however, 
be confined to manual workers and 
everybody from the leisure rich must 
either volunteer or eventually forced 
into national work. 
The employment 
will be allotted according to re.spective 
capacity.

Cases and their number for the two 
years were also 
investigated as fol- 
lows: Drownings, 13; hanging. 5; elec- 
tric shock, 6; hit by auto, train, trac- 
tion or wagon, 26; death by gas, 9, 
(two accidental;) scalding, «; poison, 
6, (three with suicidal intent;) burns, 
4; cave-ins, 3; train collisions, 2; hit 
by mail crane, 1; runaway accident, 1. 


There were several deaths due to 
apoplexy and natural causes which the 
coroner was called to investigate, be- 
cause of there being no attending phy- 
sician.

OPEN EVEKINOS UNTIL OHBISTMAS. 


Washingrton, B«c. 21.—^The popula- 
tion of the United States continues to 
shift to the cities, according to esti- 
mates-announced today by the census 
bureau, 
The estimates based on the 
rate of population 
increases 
from 
1900 to 1910 disclosed that 40.9 per 
cent of the country's Inhabitants now 
live in cities of more than 8,000 as 
against 38.9 per cent In 1910. 'The en- 
tire population of continental United 
States for 1916 has already been esti- 
mated at 102,017,312. 
The total in 
the 
states, 
territories 
and 
United 
States possessions is put at 112,444,- 
620. 


Ten state« have taken censuses since 
the last federal census In 1910 and 
seven show pppulation increjises. Kan- 
sas. South Dakota and Wyoming de- 
creased from 1910 to 1915, the great- 
est reduction being in Wyoming, 2.9 
per cent. 
The least increase was in 
Iowa with a growth of but 6 per cent. 
The greatest increase was 22.5 per 
cent in Florida. In the past six years 
the growth in the white population 
was 10,000,000 and the negro popula- 
tion about three-fourths of a million.

MAKES FOn^fAT, APPEAL. 


The 
appeal ot Jt'vesident Wilson, 
news of which was made public early 
today, was In the shape of formal 
notes In which all the belligerent coun- 
tries were urged 
to 
discuss 
terms 
which may end the war. 


The president's notes 
had been 
practically forty-eight hours on their 
way today, and officials believed they 
had reached all the'foreign capitals. 


Although official Washington is lis- 
tening with the keenest expectations 
to any indications of how the notes 
will be recefved, diplo'matlsts think it 
is incredible 
that 
President 
Wilson 
should have taken his action without 
some belief that it would not be flatly 
rejected without consideration by the 
entente allies. The wish and hope of 
the German allies that he take some 
such step had long been well known 
and there is no doubt of the manner of 
its reception among them. 


Sees Deeper Purpose. 


Officials and diplomatists here an- 
alyzings. the 
president's 
note And 
something deeper 
thah 
appeal for 
cbnsideration of peace terms. 
They 
see that the president, in acting, was 
also considering what would have to 
be the course of the United States to 
conserve its Interests as a neutral If 
the war is to continue. 


Coupled with the president's recent 
declaration that the position of neu- 
trals was becoming Intolerable,^ they 
attach much significance to his state- 
ment In the note that his suggestion 
comes from a neutral whose interests 
have been most seriously affected by 
the war, "and whose concern for Its 
early conclusion arises, out of a mani- 
fest necessity to determine how best 
to safeguard those interests if the war 
is to continue." 


Germans Are Confldent. 


In German quarters the conviction 
that the president's a(^ion would sure- 
ly lead to some sort of consideration of 
peace terms was expressed in the fol- 
lowing authorized statement by Count 
von Bernstorff, the German ambassa- 
dor: 
"Notv I a m perfectly convinced 
that there will be a conference." 


Despite the fact that President Wil- 
son's notes state specifically and un- 
reservedly that he is "not proposing; 
he is not even 
offering mediation," 
they are regarded here as of such a 
nature as wijl compel all belligerents 
to make more of a reply than a mex-e 
acknowledgment of receipt.

ington had been led by officials to be- 
lieve that the president, in transmit- 
ting the German 
proposals without 
comment, had taken all the action that 
was to be expected from the United 
States for some time to come, unless 
there was some unforeseen develop- 
mjent in world affairs. 
Opinion here 
inclined toward the view that the ac- 
tion would be strong encouragement 
to some sort of exchange which might 
result in discussion of definite peace 
terms between the belligerents. It was 
believed further that since the presi- 
dent only seeks a tarification of peace 
views and does not offer mediation, the 
United States will not be placed In an 
embarrassing position if the European 
nations should be unable to finally de- 
velop a basis on which to approach 
each other. 


The secrecy with which the prepara- 
tion of the notes and their dispatch 
were surrounded was complete and 
npthing was known about them until 
they were well on their way to the bel- 
ligerent capitals. 
The definite pro- 
posal of the United States for "a league 
of nations to Insure peace and justice 
throughout the world," is interpreted 
as a step, which, if carried through, 
would mean tlie abandonment of the 
theory of "splendid isolation," which 
Washington bequeathed to the country. 


See Significance in It. 


Significance is attached to the fact 
that the president uses' the word "in- 
sure" rather than "enforce," as indi- 
cating that he has not committed him- 
self to any one program to accomplish 
that end, but that he is open to what- 
ever suggestions may seem best to the 
other world nations. 


Repeated efforts have been made to 
enlist the American government in 
some sort of international agreement 
involving responsibility but always the 
answer has been that the United States 
would stand alone. 
Several months 
ago President W^llson spoke most earn- 
estly before the league 
to enforce 
peace and his hope that the United 
States would join in some new inter- 
national arrangèments but not until 
now is he known to have. made the 
proposal officially to the nations of 
the world. 


Ready Reception Abroad. 


It is thought here that along these 
lines President Wilson's note will find 
its most ready reception abroad, for 
all parties have indicated their belief 
that the war will have been in vain 
unless 
from

against its repetition. 


Former Foreign Minister Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, for England, Premier Brl- 
and for France, and Chancellor Beth- 
mann-Hollweg for Germany, have all 
committed their nations to some sort 
of International reorganization to se- 
cure the ends laid down In the presi- 
dent's note and the ofCicial offers of 
the 
central 
powers 
together 
with 
Lloyd George's speech in reply have 
accentuated that purpose. 


Actual Procedure Uncertain. 


As yet, however, the actual proced- 
ure, which may be adopted, appears 
uncertain. 
Germany apparently has 
given up her earlier opposition to dis- 
armament, which nearly split the sec- 
ond 
Hague 
conference- No official 
statement has come from either Eng- 
land or France on this subject in the 
present circumstances. 
It was Eng- 
land, however, at The Hague confer- 
ence, seconded 
by France 
and the 
United States, that insisted on st»Ung 
its view in favor of disarmament. 


Deepest interest centered today i n 
the probable time and form of the bel- 
ligerents' reply. It is assumed that the 
members of each group of allies will 
consult one another and agree on a 
uniform 
statement 
of 
views, but 
whether that statemeirt will be joint. 
Identical or different in each case is 
not known. The solidarity which has 
been so strikingly shown by both the 
central powers identical proposals and 
the allies practically simultaneous re- 
sponse is expected 
to be continued 
here. 


It is thought also that some time 
may elapse before the different groups 
can settle down to an actual agree- 
ment on terms to be presented, in case 
it is dc^clded to heed the president's re- 
quest by going into them fully. Mean- 
while the allied entente's response to 
the central powers' proposals are ex- 
pected almost any time for transmis- 
sion through this country to their vari- 
ous destinations. 


Shortly after 2 o'clock th|s after- 
noon President Wilson sent for Secre-' 
tary Lansing and the head of the state 
department weqt to- the white house 
for ä conference. 


The dispatch of the notes brought 
the greatest array of diplomats to the 
state department seen there in months. 
The German, British, Japanese, Ital- 
ian and Brazilian ambassadors were 
early visitors. 
The Bulgarian and 
Persian ministers also called as did 
charges from other legations.

"The result of the referendum," he 
said, "settled one point, and one point 
only—that we may not have recourse 
to compulsion in order to provide re- 
inforcements for oversea service dur- 
ing the war—and of course It cannot 
affect in any way Australia's obliga- 
tions to the empire. 
The people mis- 
led by gross misrepresentations have 
declined to entrust the government 
with the powers asked for. The de- 
cision of the people will profoundly 
affect the future not only of this young 
commonwealth, 
but of 
democratic 
government generally. 
Certainly this 
refusal on the part of a free people to 
make sacrifices to defend their free- 
dom will be used as a proof of the un- 
wisdom of submitting great national 
issues directly 
to the people. 
But 
while we regret the decision, con- 
sidering the odds against us there Is 
no need to be di.scouraged." 


Mr. Hughes attacked the anti-con- 
scriptionists in this language: 
"What 
must be the feelings of tens of thou- 
sands of loyal Australians who, mis- 
led by the outrageous misrepre.^enta- 
tions of designing 
men, voted 'No' 
when 
they 
read 
the 
enthusiastic 
approval of their action by the Ger- 
man press? 
Is there 
one man or 
woman who voted 'No' and who loves 
Australia who does not feel humili- 
ated and ashamed to see in what light 
their action is regarded in Germany?" 


Speaking of troubles in the com- 
monwealth, chief 
of which 
was a 
threatened strike of coal miners, Mr. 
Hughes said 


"The strike and upheavals, political 
and industrial, we see around us are 
the 
manife.stations 
of 
deliberate 
policy which aims at destroying so- 
ciety as it now e.Kists. 
They are the 
work of men who, calling themeelves 
by many names or by no name, are in 
effect anarchists, and assisting them 
for their own 
purposes are certain 
sections who are against the empire. 
What must be the duty of any govern- 
ment worthy of the name under sitch 
circumstances? 
It is to carry on the 
war with vigor, to prove to the empire 
and to the world that the heart of 
Australia beats true, that It owes its 
existence to the empire and realizes 
that only through the defeat of Ger- 
many can the commonwealth 
main- 
tain its 
existence' and 
achieve Its 
destiny."

It. is plainly evident that President Wilson's notes to the bellig- 
erent powers appealing to them to undertake some serious discussion 
of peace without further dela^» came Avith as much surprise to diplo- 
matic AVashington as to the country at large. Nobody outside 
the 
closest councils of the president was expecting action of that char- 
acter, for it apparently is wholly at variance with forecasted pro- 
gram and with generally accepted opinion that time is not propitious 
for peace action. And yet it is not peace action in the ordinary sense 
of the word. Perhaps this very fact—the unusual character of the 
appeal—may be its very strength. 
It may operate to good purpose 
•where an offer of mediation or the usual proposal for peace would 
have been spurned by the entente and the central powers alike. 


For, as is set forth in the notes to all the warring nations, "the 
president is not proposing peace; he is not even offering mediation. 
He is merely proposing that soundings be taken, in order that we may 
learn, the neutral nations with the belligerent, how near the hat-en of 
peace may be for which all mankind is longing." 
It is difficult to 
see how^ either of the w-arring factions, determined as they may bo to 
'.ee victory ultimately perch upon their respective banners, can with- 
stand this appeal or can turn a deaf ear to a plea that they give ear- 
nest consideration to a proposal which must inevitably be taken be- 
fore peace can come, either at an early date or after a proloijgation of 
tvar shall have added further toll of millions of lives to the slaughter, 
new devastation, new suffering and new mountains of debt to the tre- 
mandous burdens the warring nations are already carrying. 


War kindles the spirit of fury, but it cannot entirely kill the

Two days of test has convinced England that her stringent reg- 
ulations promulgated for the conservation of foodstuffs is a fizzle. Pro- 
hibition of more than two courses in a restaurant or hotel meal failed 
to produce the desired result because patrons discovered they could 
secure additional portions of the same provender without having vio- 
lation of law charged against tiiem. Whereupon they promptly or- 
dered "a little more of the same," so that the cut into thè net avail- 
able supply of foodstuffs was not at all lessened. It

transferred from one edible to another. 
Not the least interesting 
phase of the situation, also, is the neAV illustration of the fact that 
man}' people are never <juite so happy as when they discover a method 
by wliich law may be violated in spirit while it is scrupulously ob- 
served as to letter. 


The recommendation of the Indiana board of state charities for 
the passage of a law to compel adult children to support their par- 
ents who are without adequate means in their declining years will 
strike most folk as decidedly worth consideration..

Pprty-Two Large Frame 
Buildings Are Now 
Be- 
ing Operated. 


El Pasó, Texas, Dec. 21.—The Army 
Young Men's Christian association is now 
operating forty-two large frame build- 
ings in twenty-two camps of troops on 
the Mexican border. There are, in addi- 
tion, six large tents and 
a 
traveling 
equipment, consisting of ¿n automobile 
truck, which is used to transport sup- 
plies to the isolated outposts in the Big 
Bend district of Texas. 


Work is also carried on in hospitals, 
with troops on practice marches, at tar- 
get ranges and visits are made regular* 
ly to the camps of patrol detachments. 
At intervals of five or six weeks, an ex- 
pedition by motor truck carries Y. M. C. 
A. supplies to the men of General Persh- 
ing's command in Mexico. 
The work is 
in charge of 160 secretaries, who are as- 
sisted by committees of officers and men, 
and is supervised by two field secretar- 
ies, one at San Antonio and the other at 
El Paso. 
The general headquarters are 
in New York. 


About 130,000 National guardsmen and 
regular troops are served. Up to Decem- 
ber Ist, ninety tons of writing paper and 
eighty tons of magazines had been dis- 
tributed. 
Each center has a circulating 
library. 
Every building has a folding 
organ and many 
have 
pianos. 
Sixty 
phonographs are in use and twenty-nine 
motion picture machines in operation. An 
average of 60,000 letters are written and 
iaailed tin the association building.s. 


There are lectures, concerts and enter- 
tainments in the evening. A regular edu- 
cational program is being carried out, the 
courses inrhiding mathematics, Englisli. 
Spanish 
and 
other 
branches. 
Gospel 
meetings and Bible classes are held rep;- 
ularly and are well attended. The build- 
ings are headquarters for the social life 
of the camps and are visited by thou- 
sands of men daily. 


It is the purpose of the committee in 
charge of the work, of 
which 
B. 
H. 
Fancher, 124 East 28th street. New York, 
is treasurer, to maintain the buildinpa 
as long a.s the troops remain on the bor- 
der. 
The nmning expenses amount to 
$1,500 a day, and $45,000 is needed to 
pay for maintenance of the work during 
the month of December.

Ironworker is Killed in Sa- 
loon Holdup at Wash- 
ington, Ind. 


Washington, Ind.. Dec. 21,—J. W. 
Adams, 40 years old, a structural iron 
worker here, was shot and killed when 
he attempted to disarm one of two 
robbers who held up the Patrick Ca- 
hill saloon in the business district here 
early last evening. 
After once putting 
up his hands Adams made a leap to- 
ward the man who "covered" him. A 
bullet toppled him, a second crashed 
into his skull as he fell and a third -sras 
flred Into his body as it struck 
the 
floor. 
The robber 
escaped 
with 
a 
small amount of money from the cash 
register, which one pf them was emp- 
tying when the shooting occurred. 


Adams, whose home is at Salaman- 
ca, N. Y., or in Chicago, had been em- 
ployed on the bridge being construct- 
ed by the C. & E. I. railroad across 
White river just south of the city. Fel- 
low workmen said he told them he 
was going to depart last night for Chi- 
cago to spend Christmas with his fam- 
ily. 


Young Man Directs Raid. 


At about 5:30 o'clock two men, one 
probably 50 years old, wearing a black 
slouch hat, without an ovei-coat, and 
giving every indication of being a for- 
eigner, 
and 
the 
other probably 25 
years old, wearing a cap, a light coat 
with no vest and no overcoat, who said 
he was a French-Canadian, 
entered 
the Cahill place and engaged Cahill in 
conversation. 


A few minutes later Adams entered 
and ordered a glass of beer. As Cahill 
was handing the glass to the bridge 
worker, the 
young man, 
standing 
about twelve feet away, whipped out 
a revolver and ordered both men to 
throw up their hands. 
Cahill laugh- 
ingly .iskod the sti'anger what 
was 
meant, adding that he had nothing of 
value about the place. 
With an oath 
the lioldup man dem.inded that Cahill 
and Adams comply with his order and 
they did .so. 


The man with the revolver then di- 
rected the older companion to go be- 
nind the counter and obtain tlie con- 
tents of the cash register. 


Jipiap Not Completed. 


Adams had edged to within six feet 
of the armed man and he made a 
lunge for-him. 
The bandit fired an 
instant later and the bullet entered 
Adams' abdomen. 
As the victim was 
falling a second bullet crashed into 
bis skull just over the right ear and 
made its appearance above the left 
eye. 
A third shot took effect just 
below the left armpit. 


When the iir.st shot rang out Cahill 
started to run out the back door. The 
holdup man shot at Cahill just as he 
'"/ent out the back door, but missed. 
The body of Adams was removed to a 
morgue, where the coroner found that 
he was carrying $238.90. together with 
a valuable 
gold watch 
and several 
papers. 


A key ring beanng the emblem of 
Tent 4, K. O. T. M., Salamanca, N. Y., 
led to identification of the body.

Wilson^s Peace Notes 


to Warring Countries 


Washington, 
Dec. 
21'.—President 
"Wtlson's notes to the belligerent pow- 
ers, urging consideration of peace, are 
pffeiaced with this instruction by Sec- 
retary Lansing to the American am- 
bassadors presenting them: 


"The president directs me to send 
you the following communic^ion to 
b6 presented immediately to the min- 
ister of foreign affairs of the govern- 
ment to which you aj-e accredited." 


Texts of t h e Xotes. 
The texts of the notes themselves 
then begin identically as follows: 


"The president of tne United States 
has directed me 
to suggest 
to 
the 
(here is inserted a designation of the 
government addressed) a 
course 
of 
action with regard to the present war 
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which he hopes that the government 
will take under considération as sug- 
I gested in the most friendly spirit and 
I as coming not only from a friend, but 
also as coming from the representa- 
tive of a neutral nation whose inter- 
ests have been most seriously affected 
by the war and whose concern for its 
early conclusion arises out Of A man- 
ifest necessity to détermine how best 
to safeguard those interests if the war 
Is to continue." 


To the Central Powers. 


At this point the texts vary. 
In the 
notes to the central powers this para- 
graph follows next: 


"The suggestion that I am instruct- 
ed to make the president has long had 
it in mind to offei-. 
He is somewhat 
•embarrassed to offef it at this partic- 
ular time because it may now seem 
to have been prompted by a desire to 
play a part in connection with the re- 
cent overtures of the central powers. 
It has, in fact, been^Jn no way sug- 
gested by them in its origin and the 
president would have delayed offering 
it until those overtures had been inde- 
pendently answered but for the fact 
that it also concerns the question of 
peace and may best be considered in 
connection with othér proposals which 
have the same end in view. The presi- 
dent can only beg that his suggestion 
be conaidered entirely 
on 
its 
own 
merits, and as if it had been made in 
other circumstances." 


To the Entente Allies. 


In the note to the entente allies the 
following paragraph takes the place 
of the one just quoted: 


"The suggestion which I 
am 
in- 
structed to make the president has 
long had it in mind to offer. 
He is 
somewhat embarrassed to offer it at 
this particular time because it may 
now seem to have been prompted by 
the recent ovértures 
of the 
central 
powers. 
It is, in fact, in no way asso- 
ciated with them in its origin and the 
president would have delayed offering 
it until those overtures had been an- 
swered but for the fact that it also 
concerns the question of peace and 
may best be considered in connection 
with other proposals which have the 
same end in view. 
The president can 
only beg that his suggestion be con- 
sidered entirely on its own merits and 
as if it had been made in other cir- 
cumstances." 


This to All of Them. 


Then all the notes proceed identi- 
cally as-follows: 


The president suggests that an early 
occasion be sought to call out from all 
the 
nations 
now at 
war 
such 
an 
avowal of their respective views as to 
the terms upon which the war might 
be concluded and the arrangements 
which would be deemed satisfactory 
as a guaranty against its renewal or 
the kindling of any similar conflict in 
the future as would make it possible 
frankly to compare with them. 
H e Is 
indifferent as to the means taken to 
accomplish this. 
He would be happy 
himself to' serve or even to take the 
initiative in its accomplishment, 
in 
any way that might prove acceptable, 
but he has no desire to determine the 
method or the Instrumentality. 
One 
way will be as acceptable to him as an- 
other if only the great object he has 
in mind be attained. 


Objects Virtually Same. 


"He takes the liberty of calling at- 
tention to the fact 
that the 
objects 
which the statesmen of the belliger- 
ents on both sides have in mind In 
this war are virtually the sàme, as 
stated in general terms to their own 
people and to the world.^ Each side 
desires to ask the rights and privil- 
eges of weak peoples and small states 
as secure against aggrression or denial 
in the future as the rights and priv- 
ileges of the great and powerful states 
now at war. 
Each wishes itself to be 
• made .secure in the future along with 
all other nations and peoples, against 
the recurrence of wars'like this, and 
against aggression of selfish interfer- 
ence of any kind. 
Each 
would 
be 
jealous of the formation of any more 
rival leagues to preserve an uncertain 
balance of power amidst multiplying 
suspicions: but each is ready to con- 
sider the formation of a league of na- 
tions to insure 
peace 
and 
justice 
throughout the world. 
Before that 
final step can be taken, however, each 
deems It necessary first to settle the 
issues of the jft-esent war i2#on terms 
which will certainly safeguard the in- 
dependence. the territorial Integrity, 
and the political and commercial free- 
dom of the nations involved. 


America Vitally Interested. 


"In the measures to be taken to se- 
cure the future peace of the world the 
people and government of the United^ 
States are as vitally and as directly 
interested as the. governments now at 
war. 
Their interest moreover In the 
means to be adopted to relieve the 
smaller and weaker and peoples of the 
world of the peril of wrong and vio- 
lence is as quick and ardent as that 
of any other people or government. 
They stand ready, and even eager, to 
co-operate in the accomplishment of 
these ends, when the war is over, with 
every influence and resource at their 
command. 
But the war must first be 
concluded. 


The terms upon which it is to be con- 
cluded they are not at liberty to sug- 
gest, but the president does feel that 
it Is his right and his duty to point out 
their intimate interest in its conclusion, 
lest it should presently be too late to 
accomplish the greater things which 
lie beyond its conclusion, lest the situ- 
ation of neutral, nations, now exceed- 
ingly hard 
to endure, be 
rendered 
altogether intolerable, and lest more 
than all, an injury be done civilization 
itself which can never be atoned for or 
repaired. 
_ ^ 


Suggests Oppfirtunlty to A^t. 


"The 
president 
therefore 
feels 
altogether justified in suggesting An 
Immediate opportunity for a compari- 
son of views as to the terms which 
must precede those ultimate arrange- 
ments for the peace of the world, which 
all desire and in which the neutral na- 
tions as well as those at war are ready 
to play their full responsible part. 
If 
the contest must continue t'o proceed 
towards undefined ends by slow at- 
trition until the one group of belliger- 
ents or the other is exhausted, if mil- 
lion after million of human lives must 
continue to be offered up until on the 
one side or the other there are no more 
to offer; if resentments must be kindie'l 
that can never cool and . despair en- 
gendered from which there can be no 
recovery, hopes of peace and of the 
willing concert of free peoples will be 
rendered vain and Idle. 


"The life of the entirë world has been 
profoundly affected.' Every part of thé 
great family of jnankind has felt, à i à 
burden and terror of ttiia anprecèdèiiit- ^ 


ed contest of arms. 
No rttttlon in the 
-eiviUzed wofld eam be said ;in. truth, to 
stand outside its induence or to be safe 
against its disturbing effects. Aiid yet 
the concrete objects for which It is be- 
ing waged have never been definitely 
stated. 


Seeks l>recise Knowledge. . 


"The leaders of the several belliger- 
ents have, as has been said, 
stated 
those objects in general terms. 
But, 
statèd in general terms, they seem the 
same on both sides. 
Never yet have 
the authoritative spokesmen of either 
side avowed the precise objects which 
w^ould, if attained, satisfy them and 
their people that the war had 
been 
fought out. 
The world has been left 
to conjecture what 
definite 
results, 
what actual exchange of guarantees, 
what political or territorial changes or 
readjustments, and state of 
military 
success even, would bring the war to 
an end. 


"It may be that peace is nearer than 
we knoW; that the terms which the 
belligerents on the one side and on the 
other would deem it n e c e ^ r y to in- 
sist upon are not so Irreconcilable as 
some have feared ; that an interchange 
df ^ieW3 would clear the way at least 
for conference and 
make the 
per- 
manent concord of the nations a hope 
of the immediate future, a concert of 
nations Immediately practicable. 


Wants Sowdiniss Taken. 


"The president is 
not 
proposing 
peace; he is not even offering media- 
tion. 
He is merely 
proposing 
that 
soundings be taken in order that we 
may leam, the neutral nations with 
the belligerents, how near the haven 
of peace may be for which all man- 
kind longs with an Intense and in- 
creasing longing. 
He believes 
that 
the spirit in wMch he speaks and the 
objects which he seeks will be under- 
stood by all concerned, and he con- 
fidently 
hopes for a response w^hich 
will bring a new light into the affairs 
of the world." 


The note of the entente group will 
be delivered to Great Britain. France, 
Italy, Japan, Russia, Belgium, Monte- 
negro, Portugal, Rumania and Serbia, 
That to the central allies will be deliv- 
ered to Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, 
Turkey and Bulgaria. 


It Is being delivered to all neutral 
governments for their information.

"Th* motorman tried to save the dog and 
«Topped the fender," Hoblnaon says, "but the 
Aog rolled under the fender and was crushed 
tmder the front trucks. 
I thought of numerous 
•traUar accidents In which the victims had been 
human bslngs. 


" 'Surely it is possible to invent a fender that 
voald be effective at all times, " I said to my- 
Mlf. 
"I was working on a farm I owned at the 
ttBM. and during the long winter evenings I 
studied the problem. 
One day I was examin- 
ing some of my farm machinery. 
My eyes 
rested on a scoop shovel used In shoveling 
grain. 


" 'That's the kind of a fender I want,' I said 
to myself. 
'Something that will pick up a body 
and hold it.' 


"The trouble with the fenders now In use on 
most street cars Is that they either knock a 
body some distance when they hit It or seri- 
ously Injure a person when he falls agalnc^ 
their unyielding surface, or fall to hold a body 
when it alights on them. 


"I proceeded on the scoop shovel Idea and 
llso bent my efforts toward combining with it 
arrangements that would prevent Injury to the 
person picked up by it and insure that he would 
infallibly be retained In the fender until the 
car had been halted." 


5o, during the long winter evenings Robinson 
pondered his problems. 
He wrote to Ulrich, 
asHlng his advice and detailing his progress. 
Ulrich, who is a 
blacksmith by 
trade, 
also 
studied the problems as he kept his ofttlmes 
lonely vigil on his beat, which for years has 
been In that section of the city which includes 
Hop Alley, the once notorious Chinese quarter, 
but which, with the gradual Improvement of 
Market street and adjacent thoroughfares, has 
become comparatively quiet. 


On his recreation days 
Ulrich is wont 
to 
sp«»nd his time in a blacksmith shop, conducted 
by his stepfather. 
He says he finds relaxation 
as well as healthy exercise in pounding white- 
hot metals into horseshoes, wagon-wheel tires 
and other products of the blacksmith's craft. 


"I, too, had been impressed by the Inade- 


a a

quacy of the fenders now in use," Ulrich says. 
"In my more than a dozen years' service I have 
seen many deaths by violence. 
Those that im- 
pressed me most were those resulting because 
of the failure of a fender to work. 
I have seen 
the Uvea of little children crushed out In this 
manner, and as a father, myself, have been 


deeply moved on such occasions. 
1 liave not 
the inventive genius of my brother-in-law, but 
fiatfer myself I possess some mechanical abil- 
ity. 
He is not a mechanic, so, naturally, he 
consulted me when he was up against some 
mechanical difficulty. 
I was able to help him 
several times." 


At last Robinson's plans were complete, but 
he needed a working model. 
He Is not skilled In 
draftsmanship, 
but 
this 
did 
not 
deter 
him. 
With a penknife as his only tool and soft pine 
lumber for his material he painstakingly carved 
D\it his model. 


This model he submitted to Ulrich. 
Suc- 
ceeding days of recreation found Ulrich very 
busy In the blacksmith shop. 
He was dupli- 
cating In iron the wooden model. 
At last his 
task was completed. 


The model consists of a fender that is set 
like a trap. 
The 
"scoop," or 'lower section, 
which is set close to the rails, has a tripper 
bar, covered with rubber so as not to injure the 
person struck, and to throw him back against 
the upper section, which Is a small mesh 
wire, 
netting. 
When the body strikes this netting 
the "trap" is sprung—the lower section rises up 
and the upper section leans forward. 
The body 
Is held securely between these two sections un- 
til the car is halted and it Is removed. 


Robinson sent his model and a description of 
it to the United States Patent Office on April 
19, 1915. It was deemed so good by the authori- 
ties there that he did not require the services of 
a patent attorney and the patent 
rights 
were 
granted him less than a year later, on April 11, 
last

Several e.xperts on such devices have 
seen 
demonstrations of the patent and pronounced 
it an e.xcellent device. 
Robinson has fashioned 
a small "dummy" figure of a man, proportion- 
ate to the size of the model, which he uses in 
his demonstrations.

working on the construction of a full-sized fen- 
der and will attempt to have it tried out on a 
street car. 
So confident are the> in their de-

Patrolman W h o Has Broken Every 
Finger in Fights Tells How H e 
Hunts for Trouble on the Levee 


"Sure There Are 
Cuttings and a 
Little Shooting, 
but 
They Are the Best 
Behaved People in the 
World," Big-Hearted 
Officer Says. 


OHN J. LANGAN has found 
more 
trouble 
in 
the 
last 
twenty years than falls to 
the lot of even a patrolman. 
For two score years he has 
gone out daily looking for 
trouble and he has found it 
^ ^ ^ ^ ^ 
large 
quantities. 
And 


Langan has confined his search for excitement 
all these years to walking up and down 
five 
blocks, in which it is safe to say any really 
eager delver after trouble can encounter more 
of it than he could stir in five miles along aver- 
age beats. 


Any sort of misdemeanor, and most of the 
crimes that the statute makers have gotten 
around to and a few that should busy them 
at future sessions, have come within the ex- 
perience of Langan in his covering of the St. 
Louis Levee beat that he patrols. Much trag- 


edy and more comedy, and many mixings of 
the two, have been enacted before him.

eyed Irishman, who smiled readily at the happy 
children who looked up at him as he waved 
them safely across train tracks to the wharves. 


The boats whistled and headed up the 
river. 
On the Levee scenes changed. The brightness 
bad vanished. Along the pavement beneath the 
shade of the elevated 
shuffled a 
contrasted 
throng. Among them Langan turned, with a 
little fading of the smile and a quick shifting 
of his keen eyes. There had been two fatal 
cuttings that morning and there was uneasi- 
ness In the negro population. 
Langan turned 
running at the sound of a shot in time to see 
a man drop at the comer of the avenue. 


Into one of the black saloons walked Langan, 
the lone white man. 


"I want you and you," he said, to two of the 
men at the bar. 


One he gripped quickly and threw Into the 
arms of the biggest negro nearest. 


"Hold him," he ordered, 
and 
then 
darted 
Into a back room after the other. LAter, with 
the two cuffed together, he came back to the 
street and shipped them to the station 
that 
the Levee calls "Langan's Tenement'' 
It was 
Langan's way of handling his beat. 


Along the water front and block after block 
of low red-brick buildings, that have been there 
since the days of the 
French • and . Spanish 
city, edge the stone pavement, worn into holes 
in places by the tread of many feet. 
What 


were once the homes of the city's 
first 
are 
now the habitat of the roustabout. 


What was the "parlor" of ante-bellum days, 
wherein 
reverent 
families 
dally 
gathered 
to 
the reading of the Bible, can be found the 
Levee saloon, a dark place with lafnps that 
throw 
little circles of 
light 
straight to 
the 
ceiling and cast deep shadows Into the cor- 
ners. 


There are weird windings In the 
passages 
that lead from place to place, In and between, 
back, 
and 
under 
the 
cnimbllng 
tenements 
along the beat of Langan. 
But/ Langan knows 
them all as well as generals know the oft- 
studied maps of the enemy's 
lands. 


He has had introductions to some of • them 
that have been sudden and thrilling, and none 
are made without the knowledge of 
Langan, 
who keeps an eye to the licensed and unlicensed 
building 
alterations 
to 
the 
premises, 
for 
it 
would not do when in pursuit of the unruly 
to encounter a blind wall where he had known 
a 
passage. 


Drownings, murders, rescues, shootings, cut- 
tings, 
hold-ups, 
suicides, 
plam and 
high-col- 
ored, divert the day for Langan. He has not 
known the day, however, 
when he has wit- 
nessed more than three murders between noon 
and sunset. But there Is a fair average of 
them that keeps the hospital horses climbing 
the hill from the Levee. For plenty of money 
gives plenty of gin and life is strife when gin 
flows 
along First street. 


There has never been a complaint that Lan- 
gan failed to go after his man, nor 'that he 
has failed to get him when he has gone after 
him. It. takes more nerve than the ordinary 
man can summon to walk into a crowd of gin- 
mad negroes alone and take one or two of 
their 
number 
away 
when 
that 
taking 
may 
mean the gallows for them. It often means 
a light, and every finger on the hands of Lan- 
gan has been broken in the fights that he has 
had to make to "get his man," and, 
after 
wrenching revolver or knife from him, to keep 
lilm.

Although official Washington is lis- 


tening with the keenest expectations 
to any indications of • how the notes 
will be received, diplomatists think it 
is incredible that President Wilson 
should have taken his action without 
some belief that it would not be flatly 
rejected without consideration by the 
entente allies. The wish and hope of 
the German allies that he take some 
such step had long been well known 
and there is no doubt of the manner of 
its reception among them. 


Sees Deeper Purpose. 


Officials and diplomatists here an- 


alyzing the 
president's note find 


something deeper than appeal for 
consideration of peace terms. They 
see that the president, in acting, was 
also considering what would have to 
be the course of the United States to 
conserve its interests as a neutral if 
tha war is to continue. 


Coupled with the president's recent 


declaration that the position of neu- 
trals was becoming intolerable,, they 
attach much significance to his state- 
ment in the note that his suggestion 
omes from a neutral whose interests 
lave been most seriously affected by 
he war, "and whose concern for its 


conclusion arises out 'of a mani- 


est necessity to determine how best 
o safeguard those interests if the war 
s to continue." 


Germans Are Confident. 


In German quarters the conviction 


that the president's action would sure- 
y lead to some sort of consideration of 
peace terms was expressed in the fol- 
.owing authorized statement by Count 
von Bernstorff, the German ambassa- 
dor: "Now I am perfectly convinced 
that there will be a conference." 


Despite the fact that President Wil- 


son's notes state specifically and. un- 
reservedly that he is "not proposing; 
he is not 
even offering mediation," 


they are regarded here as of such a 
nature as will compel all belligerents 
to make more of a reply than a mere 
acknowledgment of receipt. 


British Much Surprised. 


British embassy officials made no 


attempt to conceal their surprise at 
the president's action. They were not 
alone, however, for all official Wash- 


ington had be«n led by officials to be- 
lieve that the president, in transmit- 
ting the German proposals without 
comment, had taken all the action that 
was to be expected from the United 
States for some time to come, unless 
there was some unforeseen develop- 
ment In world affairs. 
Opinion here 


inclined toward the view that the ac- 
tion would be strong encouragement 
to come sort of exchange which might 
result in discussion of definite peace 
terms between the belligerents. It was 
believed further that since the presi- 
dent only seeks a carlfication of peace 
views and does not offer mediation, the 
United States will not bo placed in an 
embarrassing position if the European 
nations should bo unable to finally de- 
velop a basis on which to approach 
each other.

Deepest interest centered today in 


the probable time and form of the bel- 
ligerents' reply. It is assumed that the 
members of each group of allies will 
consult one another and agree on a

statement of views, 
but 


whether that statement will be Joint, 
identical or different in each case is 
not known. The solidarity which has 
been so strikingly shown by both the 
central powers identical proposals and 
tho allies practically simultaneous re- 
sponse is expected to be continued 
here.

It is plainly evident that President Wilson's notes to the bellig- 


erent powers appealing to them to undertake some serious discussion 
of peace without further delay came with as much surprise to diplo- 
matic Washington as to the country at large. Nobody outside the 
closest councils of the president was expecting action of that char- 
acter, for it apparently is wholly at variance with forecasted pro- 
gram and with generally accepted opinion that time is not propitious 
for peace action. And yet it is not peace action in the ordinary sense 
of the word. Perhaps this very fact—the unusual character of the 
appeal—may be its very strength. It may operate to good purpose 
where an offer of mediation or the usual proposal for peace would 
have ueen spurned by the entente aud the central powers alike. 


. For, as is set forth in the notes to all the warring nations, "the 


president Is not proposing peace; he is not even offering mediation. 
He is merely proposing that soundings be taken, in order that we may 
learn, the neutral nations with the belligerent, how near the haven, of 
peace may be for which all mankind is longing.'' It is difficult to 
see how either of the warring factions, determined as they may be 10

stand this appeal or can turn a deaf ear to a plea that they give ear-

Forty-Two Large Frame 


Buildings Are Now Be- 


ing Operated. 


El Ptso, Texas, Dec. 21.—The Army 


Young Men's Christian association is now 
operating forty-tiro large frame build- 
ings in twenty-two camp* of troops on 
the Mexican border. There are, in sddi- 
tion, sii large tents and a traveling 
equipment, consisting of an automobil? 
truck, which is used to transport sup- 
plies to the isolated outposts in the Big 
Bend district of Texas. 


Work is al»o carried on in hospitals, 


with troops on practice marches, at tar- 
get ranges and visits are made regular- 
ly to the camps of patrol detachment*. 
At intervals of five or six we«ks,_ an ex- 
pedition by motor truck carries Y. M. C. 
A. supplies to the wen of General Perth- 
ing*s command in Mexico. The work is 
in charge of 160 secretaries, who are as- 
sisted by committees of officers and men, 
and is supervised by two field secretar- 
ies, one at San Antonio and the other at 
El Paso. The general headquarters are 
in New York. 


About 130,000 National guardsmen and 


regular troops are served, lip to Decem- 
ber 1st, ninety tons of writing paper and 
eighty tons of magazines had been dis- 
tributed. Each center has a circulating 
library. Every building h»s a folding 
organ" and many have pianos. Sixty 
phonographs arc in use and twenty-nine 
motion picture machines in operation. An 
average of 60,000 letters are written arid 
Mailed tin the association buildings. 


There are lectures, concerts and enter- 


tainments in the evening. A regular edu- 
cational program is being carried out, the 
.courses including mathematics. English, 
i Spanish and 
other branches. Gospel 


meetings and Bible classes arc held reg- 
ularly and are well attended. The build- 
ngs are headquarters for the social life 
of the camps and are visited by thou- 
sands of men daily.

Smith, 
although a defendant, is the chief wit- 
ness for the government The other 
defendants are Lieut, 
G. W. Von 


Brincken, military attache of the con- 
sulate; Mrs. Margaret W. Cornell, sec- 
retary to C. C. Crowley, and Johannes 
Von Kootbergcn. 


At the conclusion of Von Schack's 


cross-examination it is expected that 
Consul Bopp will take the stand in his 
own defense. The trial probably 
continue until late next week.

America Vitally Interested. 


"In the measures to be taken to se- 


cure tho future peace of the world the 
people and government of the United 
States are as vitally and as directly 
interested as the governments now at 
war. Their interest moreover in the 
means to be adopted to relieve the 
smaller and weaker and peoples of the 
world of the perfl of wrong and vio- 
lence is as quick and ardent as that 
of any other people or government. 
They stand ready, and even eager, to 
co-operate in the accomplishment of 
these ends, when the war is over, with 


j every influence and resource at their 


command. But tho war must first be 
concluded. 


The terms upon which it is to be con- 


cluded they are not at liberty to sug- 
gest, but the president does feel that 
it is his right and his duty to point out 
their intimate interest in its conclusion, 
lest it should presently be too late to 
accomplish the greater things which 
lie beyond its conclusion, lest the situ- 
ation of neutral nations, now exceed- 
ingly hard to endure, be rendered 
altogether intolerable, and lest more 
than all, an injury be done civilization 
itself which can never bo atoned for or 
repaired. 


Suggests Opportunity to Act. 


"The 
president 
therefore 
feels 


altogether justified in suggesting an 
Immediate opportunity for a compari- 
son of views as to the tornis which 
must precede those ultimate arrange- 
ments for the peace of the world, which, 
all desire and in which the neutral na- 
tions as well as those at war are ready 
to play their full responsible part. If 
the contest must continue to proceed 
towards undefined ends by slow at- 
trition until the one group of belliger- 
ents or the other is exhausted, if mil- 
lion after miiHon of human lives must 
continue to be offerer! up until on the 
one sirtc or the other there are no more 
to offer: if resentments must be kindi<vJ 
that can never cool and despair en- 
gendered from which there can be r.o 
recovery, hopes of peace and of the 
willing concert of free peoples will be 
rendered vain n.nd idle.

Indianapolis, Dec. 21.—The custom 


of ushering in the new year with boist- 
erousness and dissipation is branded a 
"sin and a scandal" in the Christmas 
pastoral to Catholics of the Indianapo- 
lis' diocese, which has been prepared 
by Right Rev. Francis Chiatard, bishop, 
to be read in all the churches of the 
diocese Sunday. 


After dwelling on the observance of 


Christmas day, the bishop adds: 


"Passing from the dominant note of 


this great festival to that of the close 
of the year, we are obliged to make 
the following observations;

"The motorman tried to save the dog and 


topped the fender," Robinson says, "but the 
do* rolled under the fender and was crushed 
under the front trucks. I thought of numerous 
•tallar accidents in which the victims had been 
human beings. 


" 'Surely It Is poisible to Invent a fender that 


would be effective at all tiroes," I said to my- 
wdl "I was working on a farm I owned at the 
tin*, and during the long winter evenings I 
studied the problem. 
One day I was examin- 


ing some of my farm machinery. 
My eyes 


rested on a aooop shovel used In shoveling 
grain. 


•That's the kind of a fender I want,' I said 
.yself. 'Something that will pick up a body 


ana hold It.' 


"The trouble with the fenders now in use on 


most street cars Is that they either knock a 
body some distance when they hit it or seri- 
ously Injure a person when he falls again*, 
their unyielding surface, or fail to hold a body 
when It alights on them. 


•1 proceeded on the scoop shovel idea and 


ilso bent my efforts toward combining with it 
arrangements that would prevent injury to the 
serson picked up by it and insure that he would 
Infallibly be retained In the fender until the 
car had been halted." 


30. during the long winter evenings Robinson 


pondered his problems. 
He wrote to Ulrich, 


asking his advice and detailing: his progress. 
Ulrich. who Is a blacksmith by trade, also 
studied the problems as he kept his ofttlmcs 
lonely vigil on his beat, which for years has 
b««n In that section of the city which includes 
Hop Alley, tho once notorious Chinese quarter, 
but which, with the gradual Improvement of 
Market street and adjacent thoroughfares, has 
become comparatively quiet- 


On his recreation days Ulrich Is wont to 


spond his time in a blacksmith shop, conducted 
by his stepfather. 
He says he finds relaxation 


as well as healthy exercise in pounding white- 
hot metals into horseshoes, wagon-wheel tires 
and other products of the blacksmith's craft. 


"I, too, had been impressed by the Inade 


quacy of the fenders now in use," Ulrich says. 
"In my more than a dozen years' service I have 
seen many deaths by violence. Those that im- 
pressed me'most were those resulting because 
of the failure of a fender to work. I have seen 
th* lives of little children crushed out in this 
manner, and as a father, myself, have been 


deeply moved on such occasions. 
I have not 


tho Inventive genius of my brother-in-law, but 
(latter myself I possess some mechanical abil- 
ity. He is not a mechanic, so, naturally, ho 
consulted me when he was up against some 
mechanical difficulty. I was abla to help him 
several times." 


At last Robinson's plans were complete, but 


he needed a working model. He Is not skilled In 
draftsmanship, but this did not deter him. 
With a penknife as his only tool and soft pin* 
lumber for his material he painstakingly carved 
out his model. 


. 
This' model he submitted to Ulrich. Suc- 


ceeding days of recreation found Ulrich very 
busy in the blacksmith shop. He was dupli- 
cating In iron the wooden model. At last his 
task was completed. 


The model consists of a fender that Is set 


like a trap. 
The "scoop," or lower section, 


which is set close to the rails, has a tripper 


1 bar, covered with rubber so as not to injure the 


person struck, and to throw him back against 
the upper section, which is a small mesh wire 
netting. When the body strikes this netting 
the "trap" Is sprung—the lower section rises up 
and the upper section leans forward. The body 
Is held securely between these two sections un- 
til the car Is halted and it Is removed. 


Robinson sent his model and a description of 


it to the United States Patent 'Office on April 
19, 1915. It was deemed so good by the authori- 
ties there that he did not require the services of 
a patent attorney and the patent rights were 
granted him less than a year later, on April 11. 
last.

Kovural experts on such devices have seen 


demonstrations of tho patent and pronounced 
it an excellent device. Robinson 1ms fashioned 
a small "dummy" figure of a man, proportion- 
ate to the size of the model, which he uses in 
his demonstrations. He and Ulrlch now are 
working on the construction of a full-sized fen- 
der and will attempt to nave it tried out on a 
street car. So confident are they in their de- 
vice that both express willingness to aid in the 
demonstration by taking the place of the 
"dummy" in a test to be made by a street car 


running at a high rate of speed. 


As he walks his beat now, Ulrich dreams at 


days of comparative ease when he shall hav« 
retired from the "force" as a result of his share 
In the proceeds of the sale of the fenders which 
he and Robinson are preparing to manufacture. 
Ho sees the blacksmith shop transformed into 
a large factory turning out hundreds of fenderl 
each day. 


Robinson also dreams of comparative wealth, 


but does not allow his dreams to prevent him 
from hustling to raise the capital and secure tha 
orders which will make them come true. 


murderous and suicidal, lias furnished much 
work for the patrolman. H« has more than 
a score ot rescues to his.credit, and persua- 
sions beyond number from suicide have been 
made by. the big-hearted, kindly officer. 


A short while ago a little Italian girl leaped 


from one of the wharves into the swirling 
river. Immediately after 
.ieaped the 
officer, 


who has rescued so many that, aa the,admiring 
negroes .tell It, it has become a one-handed 
trick with him. 


When the bedraggled miss was brought to 


shore and revived she told her rescuer the 
usual tale of weariness and ill-luck that made 
her want to die. Now there is a little Italian', 
girl, who is very much alive, who smiles happy 
greetings to "Mister Langan," who persuaded 
her to live. 


"The majority of them don't want to live 


because they are afraid to live and I make 
them more afraid to die, and usually they can 
te badly frightened at death when it's float- 
ing at their feet." 


Langan says that the people of the water 


front are the best behaved in the world. 


"Sura there are cutting and a little shoot- 


ing and occasionally a rumpus or so and som« 
men buy trouble with their drinks. A lot of 
people can fall into all that water out thera 
and a lot of them have gone in in the last 
twenty years, but there are a lot of fine friends 
ot mine down here. 1 have to advise thera 
occasionally as to what the statutes are, but 
we get along pretty well. 


"1 had good preparation for this anyway. 


I walked the bad lands of the 'Bloody Third' 
in the early nineties' and I knew .what trouble 
was before I got here. Look at. that!" 


And Langan's minute respite is ended. Into 


a crowd of negroes he plunges and brings out 
one whose shirtless back shmes in the sun. 
Out of the other side of the crowd, at Lan- 
gan's order/'a smaller black moves quickly. 


"Now. you go down on that boat, Jim, and 


If you leave before she sails I-lock you up and 
you won't see Mobile for a month." 


"Mislah Langan," pleads the repentent. 
"Here, you fellows bring him to your mat* 


• and say that I sent him,"- orders Langan. 


Two or three of the roustabouts hustle Jim 


to the wharf and Langan turns looking lot 
more trouble. 


Patrolman Who Has 
Finger in Fights Tells 
Hunts for Trouble on the Levee 


•ken Every 
How He 


"Sure There Are 
Cuttings and a 
Little Shooting, but 
They Are the Best 
Behaved People in the 
World, "Big-Hearted 
Officer Says. 


OHN J. LANGAN has found 


more trouble in the last 
twenty years than falls to 
the lot of even a patrolman. 
For two score years he has 
gone out dally looking for 
trouble and he has found it 
in 
large 
quantities. And 


has confined his search for excitement 


all these years to walking up and down five 
blocks, in which it is safo to say any really 
eager delver after trouble can encounter more 
of it than he could stir in five miles alont: aver- 
age beats. 


Any sort of misdemeanor, and most ot the 


crlmos that the statute makers have gotten 
around to and a few that should busy them 
at future sessions, have come within the ex- 
perience of Langan in his covering ot th« St. 
Louis L«vce boat that he patrols. Much trag- 


edy and more comedy, and many mixings ot 
the two, have been enacted before him. With 
a. frequency that may be supposed, he takes 
a prominent part in some of the thrilling 
scenes. The -detail that every finger q£ his 
hands has been broken in the performance of 
his duty tells the sort of part he is called upon 
to enact. 


It was excursion day on the Mississippi, and 


thousands of women and children had brlgnt- 
ened the cobbled stretch ot a hundred yards 
that lie between the water's edge and a row 
of buildings on the Levee. Above the heads 
of the picknickere raised the blue-capped head 
of John J. Langan. patrolman-a big. thick- 
chested, broad-shouldered, sandy-haired, blue- 
eyed Irishman, who smiled readily at tho happy 
children who looked up at him as he waved 
thera safely across train tracks to the wharves. 


The boats whistled and headed up the river. 


On the Levee scenes changed. The brightness 
had vanished. Along the pavement beneath the 
shade of tho elevated shuffled a contrasted 
throng. Among them Langan turned with a 
little fading of the smile and a quick shifting 
ot his keen eyes. There had been two fatal 
cuttings that morning and there was uneasi- 
ness In tho negro population. Langan turned 
running at tho sound of a shot In time to see 
a man drop at the corner of the avenue. 


Into one of the black saloons walked Langan, 


the lino white man. 


"I want you and you," he said, to two of tha 


men at the bar. 


One he gripped, quickly and threw into the 


arms of the biggest negro nearest. 


"Hold him." he ordered, and then dartert 


into a back room after the other. Later, with 
the two cuffed together, he came back to the 
street and shipped them to the station that 
the Levee calls "Langan's Tenement." It was 
Langan's way of handling his beat. 


Along the water front and block after block 


of low red-brick buildings, that have been there 
since the days ot the French and Spanish 
city cdg« the stone pavement, worn into holes 
in "places br the tread of many f«et What 


were once the homes of the city's first are 
now the habitat of the roustabout. 


What was the "parlor" o£ ante-bellum days, 


wherein reverent families flatly gathered to 
the reading of the Bible, can be found tha 
Levee saloon, a dark place with lamps that 
throw little circles of light straight to the 
ceiling and cast deep shadows into the cor- 
ners. 


Thero are weird windings in the passages 


that lead from place to place, In and between, 
back, and under the crumbling tenements 
along the beat of Langan. But Langan knows 
them all as well as generals know the oft- 
studied maps of the enemy's lands. 


He has had introductions to some of them 


that have been sudden and thrilling, and none 
are made without the knowledge of Langan, 
who keeps an eye to the licensed and unlicensed 
building alterations to the premises, for It 
would not do when In pursuit of the unruly 
to encounter a blind wall where he had known 
a passage. 


Drownings, murders, rescues, ohootlnss, cut- 


tings, hold-ups, suicides, plain and high-col- 
ored, divert the day for Lftngan. He has not 
known the day. however, wnen he has wit- 
nessed more than three murders between noon 
and sunset. But there is a fair average of 
them that keeps tho hospital horses climbing 
the hill from the Levee. For plenty of money 
gives plenty of gin and life is strife when gin 
flows along First street. 


There has never been a complaint that Lan- 


pan failed to go after his man. nor that h« 
has failed to get him when he has gone after 
him. It takes more nervo than the ordinary 
man can summon to walk Into a crowd of gin- 
mad negroes alono and take one or two of 
their number away when that taking may 
mean the gallows for them. It often mean* 
a fight and every finger on the hands of Lan- 
gan has been broken In the fights that he has 
had to make to "g«t his man," and. after 
wrenching revolver or knife from him, to ke«p 
him.

' It is plainly evideat that President Wilson's notes to the bellig- 


erent powers appealing to them to undertake some serious discussion 
of peace without further delay came with as much surprise to diplo- 
matic Washington as to the country at large. Nobody outside the 
closest councils of the president was expecting action of that char- 
acter, for it apparently is wholly at variance with forecasted pro- 
gram and with generally accepted opinion that time is not propitious 
for peace action. And yet it is not peace action in the ordinary sense 
of the word. Perhaps this very fact—the unusual character of the 
appeal—may be its very strength. It may operate to good purpose 
where an offer of mediation or the usual proposal for peace would 
have been spurned by the entente and the central powers alike. 


For, as is set forth in the notes to all the warring nations, "the 


• president is not proposing peace; he is not even offering mediation 
He is merely proposing that soundings be taken, in order that we may 
learn, the neutral nations with the belligerent, how near the haven o:

Forty-Two Large Frame 


Buildings Are Now Be- 


ing Operated. 


El Paso, T«uw, D«c. 21.—Th« Army 


Young Men's ChristUn association is now 
operating forty-two large frame, build- 
ing* La twenty-two camps of troops on 
the Mexican border. There are, in sddi 
tion, six large tents and a traveling 
equipment, consisting of an automobile 
ruck, which 15 used to transport sup- 
ilies to the isolated Outposts in the Big 
tend district of Texas. 


Work is also carried on in hospitals, 


with troops on practice marches, at lar- 
;et range* and visits are made regular- 
ly to the camps of patrol detachments. 
At intervals of five or six weeks, an ex- 
pedition by motor truck carries V. M. C. 
A. supplies to the men of General Persh- 
ing's eommand^in Mexico. The work is 
in charge of 160 itecreUriej, who are as- 
sisted by" committees of officers and men, 
and is supervised by two field secretar- 
ies, one at San Antonio and the other at 
EJ Paso. The general headquarters are 
in New York. 


About 130,000 National guardsmen and 


regular troops are served. Up to Decem- 
ber 1st, ninety tons of writing paper and 
eighty tons of magazines had been dis- 
tributed. Each center has a circulating 
library. 
Every building has a folding 


organ and many have pianos. Sixty 
phonographs are in use and twenty-nine 
motion picture machines in operation. An 
average of 60,000 letter* are written and 
bailed tin the association buildings. 


There are lectures, concerts and enter- 


tainments in the evening. A regular edu- 
cational program is being carried out, the 
courses' including mathematics, English, 
Spanish and other branches. Gospel 
meetings and Bible classes are held reg- 
ularly and are well attended. The build- 
ings "are headquarters for the social life 
of the camps and are visited by thou- 
sands of men daily. 


It is the purpose of the committee in 


charge of the work, of 
which B. H.

Washington. Ind.. Dec. 21.—J. W. 


Adams, 40 years old, a structural Iron 
worker here, was shot and killed when 
he attempted to disarm one of two 
robbers who held up the Patrick Ca-' 
hill saloon in the business district here 
early last evening. After once putting 
up his hands Adams made a leap to- 
ward the man who "covered" him. A 
bullet toppled him. a second crashed 
into his skull as he fell and a third was 
flred into his body as it struck the 
floor. The robber escaped with a 
small amount of money from the cash 
register, which one of them was emp- 
tying when the shooting occurred. 


Adams, whose liome is at Salaman- 


ca, N. Y.. or in Chicago, had been em- 
ployed on the bridge being construct- 
ed by the C. & K- I. railroad across 
White river just south of the city. Fel- 
low workmen said he told them he 
was going to depart last night for Chi- 
cago to spend Christmas with his fam- 
ily. 


Young Man Directs Ruld. 


At about 5:30 o'clock two men, one 


probably 50 years old. wearing a black 
slouch hat, without an overcoat, and

Little Shooting, but 
They Are the Best 
Behaved People in the 
World/'Big-Hearted 
Officer Says. 


OHN J. LANOAN has found 


more trouble in the last 
twenty years than falls to 
the lot of even a patrolman. 
For two score years ho has 
gone out dally looking for 
trouble and he has found it 
In 
large quantities. And 


Langan^has confined his search for excitement 
all these years to walking up and down five 
blocks, in which it IB safe to say any really 
eager delver after trouble can encounter more 
of It than he could stir in five miles along aver- 
ago beats. 


Any sort of misdemeanor, and most of the 


crimes that the statute makers havo gotten 
around to and a few that should busy them 
at future sessions, have come within the ex- 
perience of Langan In his covering of the St. 
Lo'jis Levee beat that he patrols. Much trag- 


edy and more comedy, and many mixings of 
the two, have been enacted before him. With 
a frequency that may be supposed, he takes 
a prominent part in some of the thrilling 
scenes. The detail that every finger of his 
hands has been broken In the performance of 
his duty tells the sort of part he is called upon 
to enact. 


It was excursion day on the Mississippi, and 


thousands of women and children had bright- 
ened the cobbled stretch o£ a hundred yards 
that lie between the water's edge and a row 
of buildings on the Levee. Above the heads 
of the picknlckere raised the blue-capped head 
of John J. Langan. patrolman-a big. thick- 
chested, broad-shouldered, sandy-haired, blue- 
eyed Irishman, who smiled readily at the happy 
children who looked up at him as he waved 
them safely across train tracks to the wharves. 


The boats whistled and headed up the river. 


On the Levoo scenes changed. The brightness 
bad vanished. Along the pavement beneath the 
shade of the elevated shuffled a contrasted 
throng. Among them Langan turned, with a. 
little fading of the smile and a quick shifting 
of his keen eyes. There had been two fatal 
cuttings that morning and there was uneasi- 
ness In the negro population. Langan turned 
running at the sound of a shot in time to see 
a man drop at the corner of the avenue. 


Into one of the black saloons walked Langan. 


the lone white man. 


"I want you and you," ho said, to two of tbo 


men at the bar. 


One ho gripped quickly and threw into the 


arms of the biggest negro nearest. 


"Hold him," he ordered, and then dartert 


Into a back room alter the other. Later, with 
the two cuffed together, he came back to the 
street and shipped them to the station that 
the Levcs calls "Langan's Tenement." It was 
Longan'3 way of handling his beat. 


Along the water front and block after block 


of low red-brick buildings, that have been there 
eince the d*ys of the French and Spanish 
city, edge the stone pavement, worn into holes 
In "places by the tread of many feet. What 


were once the homes of the city's first are 
now the habitat of the roustabout. 


What was the "parlor" of ante-bellum days, 


wherein reverent families daily gathered to 
the reading ot the Bible, can be found the 
Levee saloon, a dark place with lamps that 
throw little circles of light straight to the 
ceiling and cast deep shadows into the cor- 
ners. 


There are weird windings in the passages 


that lead from place to place. In and between, 
back, and undar the crumbling 
tenements 


along the beat of Langan. But Langan knows 
them all as well as generals know the oft- 
studied maps of the enemy's lands. 


He has had introductions to some ot them 


that have been sudden and thrilling, and none 
are made without the knowledge of Langan, 
who keeps an eye to the licensed and unlicensed 
building alterations to the premises, for It 
would not do when In pursuit of the unruly 
to encounter a blind wall where he had known 
a passage. 


Drownings, murders, rescues, shootings, cut- 


tings, hold-ups, suicides, plain und high-col- 
ored, divert the day for Langan. Ho has not 
known the day. however, wnen he has wit- 
nessed more than three murders between noon 
and-sunset. But there Is a fair average of 
them that keeps the hospital horses climbing 
the hill from the Levee. For plenty of money 
gives plenty of gin and life is strife when gin 
flows along First street 


There has never been a complaint that Lan- 


pan failed to go after his man. nor that he 
has failed to get him when he has gone after 
him It takes more nerve than the ordinary 
man can summon to walk into a crowd of gin- 
mad negroes alone and take one or two of 
their number away when that taking may 
mean the gallows for them. It often mean!- 
a fight, and every finger on the hands of Lan- 
gan has been broken in the fights that he has 
had to make to "get his man." and, after 
wrenching revolver or knife from him, to keep

But Langan knows 
them all as well as generals know the oft- 
studied maps o* the enemy's lands. 


He has had introductions to some ot them 


that have been sudden and thrilling, and none 
are made without tho knowledge ot Langan, 
who keeps an eye to the licensed and unlicensed 
building alterations to the premises, for it 
would not do when In pursuit of the unmly 
to encounter a blind wall where he had known 
a passage. 


Crownings, murders, rescues, shootings, cut-
